IN MY W A Y

With the construction of hard sur­ 
face roads has come the 
establish­ 
ment of bus lines. 
Everywhere you 
see the slogan, 
“Travel 
by 
Bus”. 
Boonville is almost half way between 
St. Louis and Kansas City on Fed­ 
eral Highway No. 
40, 
the 
airline 
route formerly de ignated 
by 
the 
State as No. 2. 
Over this route four­ 
teen buses make the daily run 
be­ 
tween the two great Missouri cities. 
These buses are of the De Luxe type, 
huge, low slung 
bodies 
with 
high 
powered engines. 
They seat 
from 
twenty to forty passengers and they 
maintain a road speed of about 
45 
miles an hour. 
The most popular of several com­ 
peting lines, is the “ Purple Swan”. 
This is a line operated, so it is said, 
by one of the large railroad 
com­ 
panies of the country which is antici­ 
pating the trend 
of transportation. 
They maintain a railroad time sche­ 
dule and take every possible measure 
to insure their passengers safety and 
comfort. 
Their buses are 
built 
of 
the strongest materials available and 
so well 
are they 
constructed 
that 
they will stand the shock of the hard­ 
est collision. 
’They 
are 
equipped 
with Westinghouse air 
brakes and 
powered with airplane motors 
capa­ 
ble of making a speed 
of 
seventy 
miles an hour. 
It almost take? your breath 
the 
first time you see one of these purple 
buses zooming around curves, darting 
in and around traffic. 
You have that 
dizzy feeling you get the first time 
you ride a scenic railway. 
But when 
you actually ride the “ Purple Sw'an”, 
it’s an eitrely different sensation. The 
bus moves along so smoothly 
that 
you can’t realized you’re traveling so 
fast until you begin taking notice of 
the way the bus overhauls and pass­ 
es by the cars. 
I rode tthe Purple Swan back from 
Boonville to St. Louis. 
I left 
the 
bus station at 2:30 in the afternoon 
and got into St. Louis at 9:30 
that 
night, a little longer running time 
than that of the train, but a 
much 
more pleasant ride. 
And incidental­ 
ly, the bus fare is considerably 
less 
than that of the train. 
The bus I took, had just been on 
for about a week and for that reason, 
so the driver said, was poorly patro­ 
nized. 
There were never more than 
four passengers during the whole dis­ 
tance, so we had time to get fairly 
intimate and acquainted on the wray 
down. 
The driver was a rather tall, 
romantic looking figure, 
dark 
com- 
plexioned, black hair and finely chis­ 
eled features. His driving had a dash 
to it that made me think 
had 
the 
World War come ten years later, he

And what he told 
of his fellow drivers confirmed my be­ 
lief that they are that type who an­ 
swer the call of adventure, who thrill 
to the sound of a throbbing, pulsing 
motor -which leaps ahead, soaring up 
a hill, at the pressure of their foot on 
the throttle. 
Over the road 
they 
take their buses, 
each 
driver 
be­ 
lieving his to be the best in the out­ 
fit and capable of out-performing any 
of the others, two to tone, threading 
the traffic to get in 
on time. 
When 
they reach the station, the buses are 
turned over to mechanics, who thor­ 
oughly 
overhaul them before 
they 
go out on the next run. 
The drivers all join 
in 
together 
and take a suite of rooms where they 
stay between 
runs. 
A 
run 
takes 
about eleven hours, then they are off 
for thirteen hours before they make 
the return run. 
They make 
four 
straight run? in this manner and then 
are off for two days. 
There 
is 
a 
comaraderie between the drivers that 
is noticeable. 
As they pass one an­ 
other. they slow-up, shout a greeting 
and, if the road is clear in both direc­ 
tions, they may stop for a moment’s 
conversation, the outcoming 
driver 
tipping the incoming one off to new 
orders, or to the party that is plan­ 
ned for the night. For they are a gay 
bunch, with indifferent morals, these 
drivers. 
And when they 
come 
in 
from a hard run, they 
seek 
relaxa­ 
tion, from the nervous strain of driv­ 
ing, in a night club with “wine, wo­ 
men and song”. 
Then back to 
the 
hotel to rest up for the next trip. 
But they have their diversions on 
each run. They have started up flir­ 
tations in practically every 
village 
through which they pass and it is 
a 
matter of speculation with them as 
to whether their village sheba will be 
out to wave them welcome 
as 
they 
pass through. 
She usually is, much 
to their delight. 
And they have their fun with the 
eompeteing bus lines. 
There 
is 
a 
heated rivalry between the lines and 
when a competitor’s bus comes down 
the road there is no room given by 
either. Each hugs the center line and 
you hold your breath until, zomm—by 
you go, with not an inch 
clearance 
and, you hear your driver 
mutter, 
“next time if that guy don’t get ov­ 
er, I’m going to knock him clear off 
the road”. 
The bus makes stops at all of the 
big towns, staying a sufficient time 


for the passengers to refresh them­ 
selves and at meal time, the stop is 
for a half hour. 
Which is all right 
if you can get good restaurant serv­ 
ice. 
From the 
passengers 
standpoint, 
the ride is most entertaining. 
Time 
seems to pass much faster than 
it 
does on the train. 
For one thing, the 
highway is constructed so that you 
can see the scenery to much better 
advantage than from the train. 
And 
the buses are built to afford clear ob­ 
servation. 
Every farm 
house 
pre­ 
sents some new sight of interest and 
then there is the fascination of the 
passing traffic. 
You can look Ahead 
and see the cars coming down 
the 
road. 
Then there are the cars which 
try and race the bus, which 
clips 
along at its forty-five miles an hour 
as unmindful of a frisking Ford aa 
a collie is of a frolicing pup. 
Then dusk comes and night creeps 
down on the world. 
The moon was 
just at its full when I came down and 
as we were traveling east I got the 
full benefit of it, rising out of a stra ­ 
ta of clouds, an eighteen karat gold 
color at first, turning as it rose high­ 
er, to green gold and finally into 
a 
silver circle 
as it made its 
way on 
up into the heavens. 
As we 
drew 
nearer the city, the traffic thickened 
and there was one constant stream of 
cars crawling along at a snails pace. 
To get ahead was impossble, so 
we 
crept on in until the city was reach­ 
ed and the cars began turning 
into 
the various streets. The bus went on 
into town, down to Eighteenth Street, 
where three blocks from Union Sta­ 
tion I left it, taking the Frisco on 
into Sikeston from Union Station.

—Strong-lunged members of the Re­ 
publican P a rty 
are 
clearing 
their 
threats and raising the prosperity cry 
for all they are worth in an effort to 
attract attention away from the cold 
facts and figures the Democrats are 
laying before the country. 
But they 
can’t holler quite loudly enough 
to 
do this. 
A number of others besides 
the Democrats 
have 
been 
handing 
statistical jolts which have all 
but 
knocked 
the 
breath 
out of them, 
thereby transform ing their whoops to 
gasps. 
Take, for instance, the recent in­ 
dustrial survey of the New England 
States by 
Rodger 
W. Babson, 
the 
country’s leading authority on finan­ 
cial and industrial matters.

In 
fact, at this time when the Republi­ 
cans are whooping up the prosperity 
cry, as the New York World points 
out, the Agriculture Department has 
“spilled the beans”.

serts: 
“ Eminent Republicans

show the farm er what immense ben­ 
efits he derives from the present ta r­ 
iff. 
Representative Wood of Indiana, 
who is directing the Republican Con­ 
gressional campaign, has put togeth­ 
er some figures purporting to

that of the world market.

prices during the coming year to be 
in line with the world m arket— re­ 
gardless of the tariff.

This latest pronouncement of the De­

They m aintain a railroad time sche­ 
dule and take every possible measure 
to insure their passengers safety and 
com fort.

are they

pont. of the E. I. Dupont, De Nem­ 
ours & Company, Wilmington, Dela­ 
ware, 
declared today at the opening 
session of the golden jubilee conven­ 
tion of the American Chemical Socie­ 
ty. 
Pointing out that some adults sleep 
a greater number of hours than oth­ 
ers, Mr. Dupont said it seemed like­ 
ly this was due to some human sys­ 
tems requiring a longer time to work 
out poisons that accumulate. 
“ Would it not seem 
likely” , 
he 
said, “that the 
reactions 
may 
be 
hastened by some catalytic agents or 
even that the antidote itself may he 
prepared and administered, thereby 
either decreasing the amount of sleep 
required or even doing away w'ith the 
necessity of sleep entirely?” 
Such a discovery, he 
said, 
would 
add inore than 50 per cent to both our 
hours of production and of pleasure 
and would greatly decrease the cost 
of housing and of factory production. 
That chemistry might become the 
means of creating a race of 
super­ 
men and even change the nature 
of 
human beings, were prospects 
held 
before the 4000 delegates by Mr. Du­ 
Pont. 
Certain drugs, he asserted, tend to

"It is now certain’’, he said, “that 
mileage of automobiles per gallon of 
edition gas can be increased 50 per cent by 
its use. 
If it had been universally ap­ 
plied in the year of 1925, this would 
have resulted in a saving of some 3,- 
000,000 gallons of gasoline.

It is suggeste«! that we have 
now simplified the problem of disar­ 
mament to a calculation of the “ov­ 
erwhelming force" w'hich is necessary 
to secure the reign of law.

reduction 
in 
numbers, the lopping off here 
and 
there of certain units of military and 
naval establishments. 
Attempts 
to 
achieve results on this

been continuously in progress during 
the past half-century.

period more than twenty Peace Con­ 
gresses 
have been 
held att which 
schemes for disarmament have been 
discussed. 
All these Congresses 
in­ 
sisted on a reduction in military and 
naval expenditure; they all preached 
the doctrine of self-defense; they all 
passed -pious resolution- condemning 
war. They have all en«le«l in disastro­ 
us failure, because this was a nega­ 
tive rather than a positive policy, and 
because it does not follow along the 
lines of natural development.

vessel the Dei Gratia, came alongside

no sign 
of life.

Marie Celeste was boarded; but the 
mystery only deepened.

no trace of the crew. 
All the boats 
were in place. 
A cat was asleep on 
a locker and part of a nieal was still 
warm in the cabin. 
But the ship wa 
devoid of humans 
It was taken to 
Gibraltar and the story sped around 
the world. 
Various theories and con 
jectures were offered, but for mori 
than fifty years the m ystery remain 
od unsolved. 
Now- comes John Pemberton, naval 
pensioner of the Civil War, with an 
answer to

riddle. 
Pemberton 
who is seventy-seven and resides 
England, declares he was cook on the 
Marie Celeste.

ginning, he says, the fateful trip wa 
ill-starred. 
The brig loaded oil 
at 
New York, but as there was mori 
than she could take, 
her 
company 
chartered the Dei Gratia to carry th« 
surplus. 
Captain 
Briggs

Marie Celeste a Go 
borrowed 
thre< 
sailors from the companion ship 
to 
complete his crew. 
Trouble starte 
when the ship was only three 
day- 
out. 
During a heavy storm a pian 
broke 
loose 
and 
killed 
Captain 
Briggs’ wife. 
The skipper, mad with 
grief, leaped overboard. 
Later 
th« 
mate had a fight with a member 
of 
the crew and threw him into the sea. 
Possibly 
fearing 
punishment, 
the 
mate deserted the ship while it was 
near Santa Marta in the Azores, tak 
ing with him the boatswain ami a n ­ 
other man. 
Thus Pemberton 
and

borrowed seamen were the only ones 
left on the brig.

G ibraltar as best they

while off the coast of Spain they met 
the Dei Gratia.

for all they are worth in an effort to 
attract attention away from the cold 
facts and figures the Democrats are 
laying before the country. 
But they 
can’t holler quite loudly enough 
to 
do this 
A number of others besides 
the Democrats 
have 
been 
handing 
statistical jolts which have all 
but 
knocked 
the 
breath 
out of them, 
thereby transform ing their whoops to 
gasps. 
Take, for instance, the recent in­ 
dustrial survey of the New England 
Stutes by 
Rodger 
W. Babson,

iff. 
Representative Wood of Indiana,
